The farmer certainly has been getting 
it in the neck largely because he is being 
bossed by a lot of inexperienced theorists 
in W ashington w ho n ev er have been on a 
fa rm and don t know th e d ifferen ce b e ­ 
tw een a capon an d a rooster.

Women slept on one side of the

other. Each room elected a m onitor 
to supervise camp duties. 
I served as a m onitor for a half 
year, after which I felt I needed a 
rest and retired to a nepa hut to 
keep house, picnic style. 
My camp duties thereafter includ­ 
ed vegetable peeling for a time and 
then m aking up bathroom cleaning 
schedules. 
From eighteen to sixty women oc­ 
cupied each dorm itory, with each 
woman alloted space for a cot or a 
thirty-tw o inch bed.

teur internee plumbers worked won­ 
ders with lim ited m aterials to in ­ 
crease showers and m ake other im ­ 
pi ovements.
